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Fears Rise of Tunisian 'Grab' 


Moroccan Troops Occupy 
Sahara Regions In Algeria 


ALGIERS (AP) - Moroccan 
troops occupied areas of the Al­ 
gerian Sahara today in a new 
challenge to Nationalist Premier 
Youssef Ben Khedda’s moderate 
regime. Fears arose that Tunisia 
also would try to make good its 
claim to parts of the oil-rich 
desert. 
Already reeling from internal 
turmoil that threatens civil war, 
the Algerian leaders were shocked 
and disillusioned by the land- 
grabbing move of Morocco’s King 
Hassan II. But the Ben Khedda 
regime 
appeared powerless 
to 
move against the Moroccan occu­ 
pation until it had set its own 
house in order, and .the Algerian 
leadership split was as wide as 
ever. 
Keeps Up Criticism 
Rebellious Deputy Premier Ah­ 
med Ben Bella, the radical leftist 
who split w'ith Ben Khedda on the 


eve 
of Algerian independence,1 
kept up a steady drumfire of 
criticism of the Algiers’ regime 
from his refuge in Cairo. 
In an apparent play for military 
support, he accused Ben Khedda 
of wanting to liquidate the 140,000- 
man Nationalist army and the 
¡“popular revolution.” Defining his 
economic 
policies, 
he 
said: 
Frankly, I mean socialism.” 
In Rabat, Mohammed Khider, a 
Ben Bella supporter who resigned 
from Ben Khedda’s cabinet last: 
week, accused Ben Khedda of try 
ing to seize power in Algiers il­ 
legally. Khider and other Ben 
Bella supporters have seized pos­ 
session of the Algerian Nationalist; 
legation in the Moroccan capital. 
The Moroccan move was dis­ 
closed only three days after Al-1 
geria was proclaimed independent 
from France.

WASHINGTON (AP-Sponsors 
of President Kennedy’s social se­ 
curity health care plan for the el­ 
derly predicted today it would 
pass the Senate by next Wednes­ 
day or Thursday. 


Their confidence was bolstered 
by a voice vote defeat Friday of 
a Republican substitute in the 
first voting test—but not a very 
conclusive one — on the strongly 
disputed legislation. Only about 15 
senators were present at the time. 
The substitute was offered by 
Sen. Thruston B. Morton, R-Ky. 
He proposed that the program be 
financed from general revenues of 
the treasury and provide federal 
payments for private health insur­ 
ance premiums for persons over 
65. 


Democratic leaders originally 
had pushed for passage of the ad­ 
ministration plan this week. But 
their hopes were dashed by ab­ 
senteeism over the Fourth of July 
holiday and determined opposition 
from foes of any Social Security 
approach. 
Republican leader Everett M. 
Dirksen of Illinois said he prob­ 
ably would be willing to consider 
a limitation on debate by next 
Wednesday. Dirksen blocked such 
a time limit Thursday, contend­ 
ing there was a need for further 
discussion. 


Sponsors of the administration 
proposal agreed Friday in re­ 
sponse to reporters’ queries that 
the plan also would raise the mini­ 
mum Social Security retirement 
payment. 
The reason is that one method 
of obtaining additional revenue in 
the Kennedy plan is to raise from 
$4,800 to $5,200 the annual base 
on which Social Security taxes are 
paid. 
This would boost the funds 
available for retirement payments 
since the portion of the Social Se­ 
curity taxes used for this purpose 
would also be applied to the addi-

WASHINGTON (AP-Dramatic 
confessions of two federal farm 
aid officials that they accepted 
money from a Billie Sol Estes 
emissary spurred wider ranging 
investigations today on several 
fronts.

Service (ASCS, admitted Friday 
that they had received $1,640 80 
from an agent of the Billie Sol 
Estes enterprises last summer. 
They said they had lied about it 
under oath and had reported none 
of the money on their income tax 
returns. 
Both men said they are amend­ 
ing their tax returns belatedly, 
and both tried to resign. But Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Orville L. 
Freeman rejected the resignations 
and suspended them instead—the 
start of a move to slam down 
bars 
against permitting either 
man ever again to be restored to 
the agency's payroll. 
Although county officials, they 
drew their salaries—estimated at 
$6,000 to $8,000 a year—from the 
federal government. 
It was not indicated immedi­ 
ately if any criminal action would 
be brought against Dumas and 
Stone. 
The confessions of the veteran 
officials, ending careers that be­ 
gan in the 1930s, came as the Sen­

Feared Down In 
Indian Mountains 
Or Arabian Sea 


BOMBAY, India (AP) - An 
Italian jetliner carrying 94 per­ 
sons vanished in a heavy down­ 
pour today 
while 
approaching 
Bombay’s Santa Cruz 
Airport. 
¡Hours of search failed to reveal 
any trace of the aircraft. 
Alitalia Airline headquarters m 
Rome said they assumed the DCS 
had crashed. 
The airliner, reported carrying 
85 passengers and 9 crewmen, 
was flymg from Sydney, Australia 
to Rome. 


No Trace Of Airliner 
Hours later there was still no 
trace of the airlmer, which could 
have gone down in mountainous 
terrain surrounding Bombay or in 
the Arabian Sea, which lies only 
two miles from the airport. 
It was not known whether thera 
were any Americans aboard. The 
plane set out from Sydney with 
stops scheduled in Darwin, Singa­ 
pore, Bangkok, Bombay, Karachi 
Tehran and Rome. 
The Indian government alerted 
all planes flymg in and out of 
Bombay to keep a close watch 
for the missing plane which re­ 
portedly lost contact near Auran­ 
gabad, 200 miles northeast of 
here. 
Officials said stormy weather 
delayed immediate dispatch of 
search planes, but police sent out 
radio patrols to scour greater 
Bombay's 197 square miles, some 
of which are sparsely populated. 
Planes Suspended Search 
An Indian air force airliner took 
off at dawn accompanied by an 
Indian airliner, but the low cloud 
cover forced them to suspend 
their search. 
Indian naval vessels were also 
pressed into the search. 
Alitalia officials said in Rome 
that all the airline’s planes bound 
west from Bangkok carry enough 
fuel to overfly Bombay if neqgs- 
sary and carry them to Karachi 
or Tehran. They said airport of­ 
ficials in the Pakistani and Iran­ 
ian capitals were being alerted 
for possible search operations. 
The plane’s route lay across 
India’s Western Ghat mountain 
range, which has peaks up to 
nearly 9,000 feet.

ST. FRANCIS, Kan. (AP-An 
Air Force B47 jet bomber ex­ 
ploded in the air over northwest 
Kansas Friday night after radio­ 
ing that an engine had caught 
fire at 32,000 feet and the co­ 
pilot was bailing out. 
The co-pilot, who landed across 
the Nebraska 
border 
about 8 
miles from the crash scene, was 
the only survivor of the crew of 
three. He is 1st Lt. Howard J. 
Steen, 29, of Fergus Falls, Minn. 
Steen escaped with minor in­ 
juries. 
Killed were 
the pilot, 1st Lt. 
Douglas Powell Bishop, 28, 
of 
Elberton, Ga., and the navigator, 
1st Lt. Harry Dan Welborn Jr., 
27, of Baldwin Park, Calif. 
There was no immediate ex­ 
planation as to why Bishop and 
Welborn did not parachute too. 
The explosion came just after 
sundown and 
was seen as far 
away as Dighton, Kan.. 140 miles 
to the southeast.

Join t Task Force 8 officials 
said un fav orable weather caused 
the delay. 
Clouds hov ered ov er the an ten ­ 
n a-dotted test islan d sin ce mid­ 
aftern oon an d high win ds an d rain 
squalls were predicted n earby. 
Clear skies are n ecessary for 
the proposed on e megaton blast 
so scien tists can photograph the 
shot. 
The same shot was delayed the 
prev ious n ight, also apparen tly 
because of high win ds an d possi­ 
bly for techn ical reason s. 
It was to hav e been the Un ited 
States’ third attempt to deton ate 


1 high-altitude blast in the cur­ 
ren t test series, which began last 
April 24. 
Efforts to explode a similar 
warhead 200 miles high fizzled on 
Jun e 4 an d Jun e 19 when missile 
troubles dev eloped.

Out of the Gov e rnme nt Poc k e t 


Pressu re for action this y ear to cu t in­ 
come tax es across-the-board is piling u p on 
President Kennedy , who originally fav ored 
pu :t:ng off a general tax redu ction u ntil 
nex t y eat. 
The pressu re is coming from a rare com­ 
bination of forces—bu siness, labor and Con­ 
gress.. The fact all these segments of the 


political and economic commu nity are in 
fav or of tax -cu tting action ex plains why the 


proposal is for across-the-board redu ctions 
with ev ery tax pay er getting his share of 
the slice. 
The basic argu ment in fav or of q u ick ac­ 
tion is the need to spu r the nation’s economic 
pu l- e, which has been thu mping along at an 
u nspectacu lar pace despite political prom­ 
ises and selected nostru m* adv anced by the 
Kennedv administration 


LABOR argu es a cu t in the lower brack­ 
ets world increase the spending power of 
the workingman-consu mer and thu s perk u p 
the economy . Bu siness argu es a cu t in the 
u pper brackets wou ld giv e a boost to mu ch- 
needed inv estment capital. Congress argu es 
one is as important as the other to do a 
real job on the economy . 


Many economists su pport the idea of an 
income-tax redu ction ov er-all on the grou nds 
oresent rates are direct decendants of war­ 
time rates designed to pu t a clamp on con­ 
su mer spending as well as to finance the 
war effort. The present economic situ ation, 


they ccntend, does not ju stify continu ation 
of su ch high rates for either inv estors or 
workers. 
There is logic in all the argu ments. The 
danger we see is omission from the discu s­ 
sion of one basic point: From whose pocket 
is the refu ded rev enu e going to come? 
The answer is plain: It ou ght to come 
from 
the 
gov ernment’s 
pocket. 
This 
is 
thj only alternativ e to deficit spending, 
which is ou t of line ev en at the present u n­ 
redu ced tax rates. 


IF THE LOSS of rev enu e resu lting from 
a general tax redu ction tu rns ou t to be 
merely a larger federal bu dget deficit, the 
economy will not really gain any thing. 
If. on the other hand, the federal bu dget 
is balanced at the same time tax es are re­ 
du ced across-the-board, a real gain can be 
made in spu rring both the economy and the 
peop.e’s faith in it. 
Abide from economic considerations, a tax 
cu t alway s looks rosy . Bu t leav ing economic 
considerations aside wou ld merely be a con­ 
tinu ation of the kind of folly that has mark­ 
ed finnace for too long, throu gh boom and 
recession alike. 
People hav e talked for a long time, with 
no noticeable resu lts, abou t the desirability 
of cu tting nonessential gov ernment spending. 
There wou ld be no better time to stop talk­ 
ing abou t it and do something abou t it than 
wlu n the proposed across-the-board tax cu t 
take« efiect.

The nation’s gov ernors v oted approv al at 
their annu al conference last 
week for 
a 


proposal by Ohio’s Gov . Michael V. DiSalle 


that each state be allowed to keep 5 per 


cent of the federal income tax collected 
within its borders to be u sed for edu cation 


The resolu tion was not a flash-m-the-pan, 
elecfion-y ear 
gimmick 
on 
Gov . 
DiSalle’ 
part. He had su bmitted the idea at earlier 
conferences, carried on considerable cor 
respondence concerning it with his fellow 
chief ex ecu tiv es and it had been researched 
by the Gov ernors’ Conference administrativ e 
*taff. 


Gov . DiSalle. like other state and local 
officials, is acu tely aware of the repressiv e 
effect high federal tax es hav e cm efforts to 
•olv t gov ernmental problems at home. Ke 
shares with many people — officials and 
citizens of both political parties — a belief 
that the greatest challenge and solu tion to 
this nation’s fu tu re lies in edu cation. 


THE PLAN endorsed by the gov ernors is 
su ggested as an alternativ e to the u su al 
forms of federal aid to edu cation offered to 
Congress in the past. Its cost to the U.S. 
Treasu ry is estimated to be abou t eq u al 
to *he cost of the Kennedy administration’s 
federal aid plan. Bu t it has sev eral adv ant­ 
ages ov et other proposals. 


It wou ld av oid the specter of federal con­ 


trol ov er state and local 
school 
sy stems 
which cannot be av oided in any sy stem which 
allows the federal gov ernment to decide how 
and where fu nds will be disbu rsed. 
It wou ld prev ent 
the pork-barrel 
ap­ 
proach to federal edu cation appropriations 
which is not good on the state legislativ e 
lev el 
bu t 
wou ld be 
infinitely worse on 
Capitol Hill. 


It 
wou ld 
av oid 
the 
argu ment 
against 
jther federal-aid plans that rich states wou ld 
finance the school sy stems of poorer states. 


IF AN adminihtrativ e sy stem 
cou ld 
be 
worked ou t to retain the fu nds in the respec­ 
tiv e states withou t sending them to Weshing- 
ton first, the DiSalle plan wou ld eliminate 
the administrativ e drain on money that ae- 
cmmpames its flow 
throu gh 
the 
federal 
coffers. 
S' me of the gov ernors su ggested du ring 
debate on the proposal that 5 per cent is 
too high a figu re. That may be. bu t. as Gov . 
DiSalle himself replied the figu re is not so 
important as the principle inv olv ed. 
Congress has no obligation ev en to con­ 
sider the gov ernors’ resolu tion. Bu t it is 
certainly 
more 
worthy 
of 
consideration 
than many of the other federal-aid-to-edu ca- 
tion plans it has ex pended considerable 
time alid effort stu dy ing and debating

F.lsine Lorillard, had made the Rhode Island 
harboi town the su mmer jazz capital of the 
nation 
In later y ears, howev er, an u gly element 
began to infiltrate the au diences. 
College boy s and girls—and a good many 
others who had nev er set foot on cam pu s- 
dressed in sweatshirts and blu e jeans and 
gu rzlmg beer, descended on Newport The 
beaches were filled with sleeping y ou ng peo­ 
ple and some who eschewed sleep. 
Altercations with the police mu ltiplied. 
Finally , riots cau sed the close of the I9 6 0 
concerts

As y ou walk down the hall in 
the Department of Ju stice bu ild­ 
ing in Washington, there’s nothing 
special to attract y ou r attention 
to the new Intelligence Unit. Ev en 
if y ou were to open the door, all 
y ou wou ld see is two rooms fu ll 
of green file cabinets. Bu t if y ou 
opened one of the files and leafed 
throu gh one of the folders, y ou ’d 
q u ickly u nderstand that these in­ 
nocent-looking files represent dy n­ 
amite to the rackets. 


There are more than 700 of these 
pooled information abou t su spect­ 
ed racketeers ev er gathered from 
all the 27 
federal inv estigativ e 
agencies, ranging from the FBI, 
Internal Rev enu e Serv ice and Bu ­ 
reau of Narcotics to the Food and 
Dru g Administration, Coast Gu ard 
Intelligence and the Bu reau of 
Labor-Management Reports 


THESE AGENCIES a l w a y s 
hav e maintained their own files 


and inv estigated and taken action 
against law breakers in their spe­ 


cific fields. Bu t nev er before has 
all this information been coordi- 


naeed to prov ide a basis for a 
u nified attack on organized crime. 


These agencies are not only 


pooling 
information. 
They 
are 
pooling efforts. In 
one 
recent 
New York City case eight dif­ 


ferent agencies — fiv e federal, 
one state and two foreign — co­ 
operated in smashing a $150 mil­ 
lion narcotics ring which smu g­ 


gled heroin into this cou ntry in 
the false bottoms of tru nks su p­ 
plied to u nsu specting Italian im­ 
migrants. 
The work was coordinated by 
the Organized Crime Section of 
ou r Criminal Div ision in the Ju s­ 
tice Department.

As it tu rned ou t, the Demo­ 
crats not only did not lose the 
trade bill, they won it with their 
own v otes — 218 of them.

The oppressiv e atmosphere lift­ 
ed and the long-faced Democrats, 
who hav e had little enou gh to 
sing abou t these past six months, 
permitted themselv es a small ju ­ 
bilation. 
Bu t it was only a small one. 
The Democrats in Congress — 
the Kennedy Democrats, not the

ALL IN ALL. President Kenne­ 
dy is asking his first Congress to 
awallow the most indigestible po­ 
litical meal that any President 
has dished u p to a Congress .n 
the last 30 y ears. 
Each of its parts is fu ndamen­ 
tal to the national interest. Bu t it 
contains not a single sweetener 
that has any chance of getting 
passed. 
Ju dging from the mood among 
Kennedy Democrats today , the 
demand for a sweetener in the 
form of an income tax cu t may 
soon be hard to resist. 
Consider a few of these gris­ 
tly measu res: 
The tax -rev ision bill that no- 
fy .dv really wants and is likely 
to cost a congressman ru nning 
for reflection two v otes for ev ery 
am it mig ht g a m him. 


The trade bill, which is going to 
pass Congress bu t which has lit­ 
tle political sex appeal and whose 
effects won’t be felt in the cou n­ 
try for sev eral y ears. 
Federal-aid for colleges and u ni­ 
v ersities, a proposal that has now 
arou sed intense religiou s contro­ 
v ersy , the same sort of contro­ 
v ersy that has already killed o ft 
the school-aid bill. 
The farm bill, which was the 
most comprehensiv e effort to con­ 
trol agricu ltu ral su rplu ses ev er 
attempted and which the Hou se 
defeated and so on. 
Not an election-y ear sweetener 
in the lot. The only frosting is the 
medical-care bill and as of now 
the bill is dead. 
It is locked 
in the Hou se Way s and Means 
Committee, a committee that Ken­ 
nedy Democrats do not control. 
President Kennedy is ju st as 
aware as the Kennedy Democrats 
that his program is not bread 
and honey . He came into office 
promising to mov e the cou ntry 
ahead and each of the bills he 
has sent congress fu lfills an essen­ 
tial national fu nction — cu t farm 
su rplu ses, make American indu s­ 
try 
competitiv e, collect u npaid 
tax es <mi div idends and interest, 
modernize and improv e edu cation­ 
al facilities, and prepare for new 
trading arrangements w’ith the 
free cou ntries of Eu rope. 


OF ALL THESE important tar­ 
gets, the only one on which he is 
going to score a bu lls ey e is the 
last, 
u nless he serv es u p the 
sweetener so u rgently wanted by 
the Kennedy Democrats — the 
tax cu t sweetener. 
For weeks the President’s fis­ 
cal agents hav e been working on 
Kennedy Democrats in the Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee to su pport 
the tax -rev ision bill, bu t the day s 
drag by and the v otes to report 
it ou t fail to materialize. 
Growing dou bts abou t the econ­ 
omy , and strong indications that 
the steam of the recov ery has 
fizzled ou t. giv es an economic ra­ 
tionale to the demand for a tax - 
cu t. The bind in which the Demo­ 
crats find themselv es giv es it a 
political rationale. The formu la 
ex ists, and a pu sh from the Pres­ 
ide* wau id prov e it ou t 


joined u s in ou r efforts to trace 
the heroin flow and arrest the 
operators of the ring, on both 
sides of the Atlantic. 


AS A RESULT, when we fin­ 
ally had the necessary ev idence, 
we were able to dig u p the roots 
as well as chop down the tree. 
A l m os t simu ltaneou sly , Italian 
police picked u p a half-dozen men. 
The Mou nties picked u p three. 
And we indicted 24 others, work­ 
ing in this cou ntry . 
The importance of the ring to 
the u nderworld can perhaps be 
measu red by what has happened 
to some of the defendants since. 
One was shot to death. The body 
of another was fou nd in a field, 
bu rned almost bey ond recognition. 
A third man attempted su icide. 
And three others ju mped $50,- 
000 bail and fled, first to the 
Caribbean, then to Sou th America 
and finally to Spain. They were 
cau ght in Spain by the Bu reau of 
Narcotics — which was able to 
pick u p the trail becau se of a 
chance lead dev eloped by the 
Mou nties. 
These three men will be tried 
soon. Elev en other men indicted 
with them already hav been con- 
v ictd and sentenced to long jail 
terms. 


ANOTHER CASE made possible 
by close cooperation among agen­ 
cies is ex pected to come to trial 
this su mmer. The nine defendants 
inclu de one of the nation's top 
gambling figu res. They are u nder 
indictment for e v a d i n g nearly 
$400.000 in gambling ex cise tax es 
in connection with a $2 million-a- 
y ear nu mbers racket in a mid- 
western city . 


This case was dev eloped by the 
Internal Rev enu e Serv ice and the 
FBI, both prou d agencies, working 
shou lder-to-shou lder 
in 
an 
ou t­ 
standing display of cooperativ e in­ 
v estigativ e work. 


After briefing each other in 
their agencies’ special techniq u es, 
RS and FBI agents spent fou r 
months in su rv eillance and u nder­ 
cov er operations These operations 
cu lminated in a raid and from 
it came the ev idence on which we 
secu red a grand ju ry indictment. 


These are only two cases. There 
hav e been others which are not so 
dramatic. Still others are close to 
prosecu tion. And priority inv esti­ 
gations are u nderway on ev ery 
one of the 700 files in the Intel­ 
ligence Unit — inv olv ing 
more 
than 1,500 indiv idu al*. 
Whether ou r efforts will hav e 
lasting effect is something only 
time will tell. And coordination 
alone does not mean we will be 
able to prosecu te su ccessfu lly the 
cases which resu lt from these in­ 
v estigations. Bu t the v alu e of co­ 
ordinating the skills and efforts of 
all the inv estigativ e agencies of 
the 
United 
States 
Gov ernment 
against the rackets already has 
been demonstrated. It is a power­ 
fu l weapon in a war we all mu st 
win.

EN ROUTE TO EUROPE 
Somehow, as one leav es the 
tense atmosphere of present-day 
Washington 
and trav els across 
calm seas aboard a comfortable 
ship 
like

U n i t e d 
S t a tes, things 
come into per­ 
spectiv e. F or , 
despite all

still fail ev ery 
now and then 
in the art of 
c o m m u nica- o*na i*wre« « e 
tion as between the people and 
their gov ernment. Gov ernment by 
impression is too often su bstitu ted 
for gov ernment by factu al stu dy . 
It wasn’t ju st becau se Chief 
Ju stice Earl Warren of the Su ­ 
preme Cou rt of the United States 
happened to be aboard as a fellow 
passenger that this writer's mind 
tu rned to the recent decision in 
the so-called “pray er ’ case for 
this certainly has been continu ­ 
ou sly in the news. 
What, indeed, was the real rea­ 
son for the widespread misu nder­ 
standing of the Su preme Cou rt’s 
ru ling? Cou ld the misinterpreta­ 
tions hav e been av oided? This cor­ 
respondent has for a long time 
felt that the highest cou rt ou ght 
to do what some of the state 
cou rts do—namely , separate the 
ru ling or conclu sion reached from 
the 
ex planation 
or 
reasoning 
u sed to arriv e at the decision. 


THUS, in the “pray er” case, 
the six ju stices who agreed with 
the majority ru ling might each 
hav e had different reasons for 
arriv ing at the resu lt—which was 
simply 
t h a t no gov ernmental 
agency cou ld “direct’’ or “com­ 
pose“ a pray er for mandatory 
u se in pu blic schools. 
Ju stice Dou glas ex pressed some 
of his v iews at length in a sep­ 
arate concu rring opinion. 
Also, of cou rse, Ju stice Black 
presented his own v iews in writ­ 
ing the majority opinion of the 
cou rt bu t did the other ju stices 
agree with all the reasoning he 
gav e in ex planation of the ru ling? 
It wou ld hav e been mu ch bet­ 
ter if the Su preme Cou rt had 
started off its majority opinion 
in this case with a brief 
head- 
note” of its own, say ing simply 
that any law which “orders” or 
“directs” that a certain pray er 
be u sed Ln the pu blic schools is 
a v iolation of the 
Constitu tion. 
This is a far different thing from 
say ing—as some news reports pu t 
the pu blic schools. 
Obv iou sly , v olu ntary pray er said 
orally or a few minu tes of silent 
pray er wou ld hardly seem to come 
within the ru ling proclaimed last 
week bu t it wou ld req u ire a de­ 
cision in a case inv olv ing 
that 
specific issu e before this particu ­ 
lar q u estion cou ld be ru led u pon 
ex plicitly . 
Yet, before a day had passed 
after the decision of Ju ne 25 was 
annou nced, the news wires of the 
cou ntry had told the people that, 
in effect, all pray er in pu blic 
schools had been forbidden, that 
all mention of the diety had been 
prohibited, and that songs refer­ 
ring in any way to God were 
barred. No wonder a fu ror arose 
in Congress and throu ghou t the 
cou ntry . 


THE SUBJECT is so important 
to the American people that the 
spreading of su ch erroneou s im­ 
pressions—du e to inadeq u ate in­ 
formation abou t 
what 
the 
Su ­ 


preme Cou rt had really held— 
is tragic, bu t it is a conseq u ence 
of the method or procedu re now 
u sed by the cou rt itself. 
This writer believ es that the 
Su preme Cou rt wou ld be render­ 
ing a serv ice to the cau se of a 
better u nderstanding of its de­ 
cisions if the specific ru ling 
in 
ev ery case were separated from 
the rest of the opnion. so that 
all of the “dicta”—the personal 
v iews and interpretations in the 
cou rt’s written opinion—wou ld be 
clearly differentiated for the re­ 
porters who write the news dis­ 
patches on the cou rt’s decision 
day . 


This is a change, of cou rse, 
which all the ju stices wou ld hav * 
to 
a g r e e u pon. It 
certainly 
wou ldn’t weaken in any respect 
the ru ling itself. It wou ldn’t fore, 
close the ex pression of lengthy 
opinions 
ex plaining 
t he 
back­ 
grou nd of and reasoning behind 
the ru ling bu t it wou ld assu re 
greater emphasis on what 
t he 
Su preme 
Cou rt 
had 
actu ally 
ru led. 
A change in procedu re that is 
in the pu blic interest shou ld not 
be less welcome becau se it is u n­ 
precedented. This writer, for in­ 
stance, persu aded Chief Ju stice 
Taft in 1926 to make av ailable to 
the press on Monday s, instead 
of on Thu rsday s, 
the 
printed 
proofs of the fu ll tex t of the 
Su preme Cou rt’s decisions. 


EVER SINCE the establishment 
of the cou rt, the newspapermen 
cou ld giv e their newspapers on 
Monday s only su mmaries based 
on notes made hu rriedly as the 
ju stices read alou d their decisions, 
which were often lengthy 
and 
highly technical. Bu t the news­ 
men cou ldn’t see fbe actu al tex ts 
u ntil Thu rsday of the same week, 
when it was too late to rewrite 
their stories. Some wrong impres­ 
sions were conv ey ed then, too. 


This writer, incidentally , sy m­ 
pathizes with the plight of the 
ju stices, who cannot answer criti­ 
cism themselv es. They hav e, of 
cou rse, a right of rebu ttal, bu t 
they hav e alway s felt it was bet­ 
ter not to ex ercise it. Chief Ju stice 
Warren, for ex ample, has been 
criticized a good deal in recent 
y ears and u nq u estionably cou ld 
make a spirited defense of his 
v iews if he chose, for he was 
elected to three terms as gov er­ 
nor of California. 
This correspondet, ov er a span 
of more than 50 y ears in Wash­ 
ington, has personally known the 
last six of the 13 chief jtu sices 
of the United States. 


EVERY ONE of them has felt 
the same way —that any partici­ 
pation by them in pu blic discu s­ 
sion as an aftermath of Su preme 
Cou rt decisions is u nwise. They 
nev er hesitated, howev er, to dis­ 
cu ss informally with their news­ 
paper friends the 
problem 
in­ 
v olv ed in acq u ainting the pu blic 
with the tru e natu re of Su preme 
Cou rt decisions. 
It 
is a 
fair inference to say 
today that they all hav e wished 
there were some way the pu blic, 
inclu ding the press, cou ld come 
to u nderstand better the liminta- 
tions 
of 
ju dicial 
decisions 
in 
America. 
May be the ju stices themselv es 
w’ou ld be helped in writing their 
opinions if they cou ld u nderstand 
the difficu lties that ev en some of 
the best-informed people in the 
cou ntry hav e in adju sting them­ 
selv es to the shifting winds of 
ju dicial history .

Range of 1,300 Miles 
All U. S. ICBMs—the Atlas, Ti­ 
tan and Minuteman—have an op­ 
erational range of more than 6,300 
miles. At least four Atlases have 
been test-fired 9,000 miles from 
Cape Canaveral, Fla. into the In­ 
dian Ocean. 


The Atlas was the first U. S. 
ICBM and has been modified sev­ 
eral times. The 54 earliest opera 
tional Atlases are on above-ground 
launch pads or stored in concrete 
coffins from which they would be 
raised for firing. 
These are considered vulnera­ 
ble to enemy missile attack, but 
the last 72 Atlases—starting with 
those emplaced at Schilling, Lin­ 
coln and Altus—will be in deep, 
reinforced steel and concrete holes 
where they would be shielded from 
all but a direct atomic hit. 
All 13 Atlas squadrons, totaling 
129 missiles, are expected to be 
in the hands of the Strategic Air 
Command combat crews by the 
end of this year. 
Three Squadrons On Line 
The first Titans became opera­ 
tional only 2x/ i months ago and 
already three squadrons are on 
the line at Lowry Air Force Base 
in Colorado and at Allsworth Air 
Force Base in South Dakota. 
These, plus three more Titan I 
squadrons due to join the force 
this year, are in “ hardened” bas­ 
es—that is, blastproof pits. 
By the end of 1963 six squad­ 
rons of Titan II rockets—bigger 
and more potent that the Titan I 
—will swell the nation’s missile 
arsenal in below-ground silos. 
When this phase is finished, 
there will be 114 Titan I and Ti­ 
tan II missiles poised in 12 squad 
rons. 
The Atlas and Titans are liquid 
fuel weapons and, although im­ 
proved from early versions, are 
more difficult to maintain and not 
rated as reliable as the Minute- 
man, with its rubberlike solid fuel

Negro who won the Nobel Peace 
Prize, described the refusal of a 
hotel to reserve a room for him 
as an affront to his race in a 
speech shortly after he received 
the key to the city. 
" I do not miss the hotel,” said 
Bunche, who is undersecretary 
for special political affairs of the 
United Nations. "But I resent the 
rejection as an affront to my 
group, just as I experience deep 
insult whenever I see the hateful 
signs colored’ and ‘white’.” 


" I grant to anyone the right to 
find me unacceptable as a per­ 
son, as an individual; but never 
to indict my group and slur my 
ancestry as the reason for reject­ 
ing me,” he told the annual con­ 
vention of the National Associa­ 
tion 
for 
the 
Advancement 
of 
Colored People Friday night. 


Bunche said he wrote the Hotel 
Dinkier Plaza for a reservation a 
month ago and was advised that 
additional reservations were not 
being accepted for July 5-6 "with 
any hope of fulfilling them ” 
George Fowler, the hotel man­ 
ager, said “ the reservation was 
declined along with several oth­ 
ers. We were just booked up.” In 
reply to a question, Fowler said 
the hotel never has had Negroes 
as overnight guests.

The Dinkier Pteza was one of i 
10 hotels and 6 restaurants pick­ 
eted by about 400 of the 1,500 
convention delegates during the 
week. The demonstrations pro­ 
tested segregation at some of the 
establishments. 
Bunche said he has fewer ra­ 
cial experiences now than before.
